In these remote 
districts the idea of representing the 
l)Gople never enters the heads of those 
who nspiro to bo elected; they only 
think of escaping the terrors of an 

•interior M-inter and enjoying a trip to 
Victoria at the ])ublic expense. Tlie 
same feeling influences parties nearer 
to the Capitol; and it increases the 
number of ineligibles all over the 
Province. 

Therefore, we have no hesitation iu 
saying that representatives of the [leo- 
ple who do nothing shouhl pay their 
own eicpenses. And, furthermore, for 
the sake of honorable members who are 
real workers, it should be enacted that 
henceforth no dunderhead sliall bo olig- 
ible to represent a district in the 
Province until he shall have deposited 
in the hands of the Finance Minister 
the sum of five hundred dollars. This 
sum should bear interest at the rale of 
ten per cent, per annum and be re- 
turned to the hon. member at the 
end of his term of olFico wlit-'n four 
years devoted to saying nothing in an 
easy seat had rendered industry a liore 
and idleness a pleasure. This would 
be a wise provision for several honor- 
able members. And compelling repre- 
sentatives to pay their own expenses 
would be merely saving the people 
from their friends by Act of Parlia- 
ment.

THE COMMONS. 

On the item for British Columbia In- 
diana, $50,928. 

Mr. Cartwright asked the Mini-ster of 
tho Interior for a general .statement re- 
garding the condition of Indian affairs iu 
British Columbia and Manitoba. 

Sir .John Macdonald said that from all 
he could learn, tho situation in Uriti-sli 
Columbia with respect to tho Indians, 
waa not unsatisfactory. The Indians had 
expresBed an earnest desire to settle down 
on thoir reserves, and tho reserve com- 
mission had worked well. With respect 
to the Indian.s on tho east of tho Rocky 
Mountains, it had been found tliat tho 
buffalo had left our country altogether. It 
had not been there this year, and tliis had 
caused great distress. 

Mr. Mills asked if the bufl'alo had left 
the whole country. 

Sir John Macdonald .-laid that such wa.s 
Ihu case. Sumo of our Indians and tho 
Sioux had crossed over the boundary. So 
long as the American Siou.\ were in Can- 
ada, and especially when thero was a risk 
of starvation, there was a danger of tjuar- 
rels'&mong the Indians, and of an attack 
on the whites. It was necessary that all 
possible measures should bo adopted to 
induce the Indians to settle on their re- 
Borvcs and follow agricultural luirauits 
and lead tho nomadic tribes to become 
herdsmen. Measures in that direction 
were being adopted by the Government. 

Mr. Mills hoped the correspondence re- 
garding tho Indians of British Columbia 
would bo brought down, and that an effort 
would bo made to protect the Indians in 
that Province. No doubt there would 
hare been trouble in British Columbia 
had it not been for tho failure of the Nez 
Perces to join the other bauds of Indians 
on tho Pacific coast. He approved of the 
plan of employing people to teach tho In- 
diana agriculture. It was necessary that 
tho men should bo active, vigorous and of 
such an age that tlioy should not become 
invalids as soon as they got into that 
distant region. Ho complained of tho re-^ 
moval of Sir. St. John, Indian Superin- 
tendent in tlie North-Wcat, and his bohig 
placed in a lower position. He also ob- 
jected to the purvey work being nl.-ima in 
tho hands of inspectors. It was rumour- 
ed that Mr. Laird had resigned his jiosi- 
tion of Superintendent of Indians, and lie 
would like to know who had been put in 
his place. 

Sir John Macdoiuild said it was incon- 
venient to discuss appointments and ro- 
• lUOTais when considering estimates. Mr. 
St.'J'ohn had been appointed in October, 
and as tho Interior Department was ovor- 
officored, his appointmennt was not con- 
firmed. Mr. Laird has resigned tho posi- 
tion of Superintendent of Indiana affairs 
beoAUse he held that office which waa in-

SEVERE EKOACiESIENT WITH TIIE Zl'I.ffi. 

■which the Dciili/ Telcgrnph'a corres])on- 
deiit describes as follows; — After sev- 
eral diflicult inaruhea our troojis, who 
had already boon sighted from Ekowe, 
camped at Giiiglelova, towards sun- 
down on tho 1st of Ajiril. JIurli rain 
was falling about dusk and during the 
night, and it had been signalled from 
tho Ekowe Church tower that the 
Zulus wore drawing in upon tho Gen- 
eral's jiosition in very large numticrs. 
Lord Clioluisford had laagered hia force, 
taking every possible precaution against 
surpri.se. Tho faces of the camp were 
covered with shelter trenches, the guns 
and gatlings posted at the angles, and 
all tho positions of importance divided 
between tho GOth rifles, the fiTtli and | 
91st regiments, and the coinpaiiios of j 
the 99th and .Trd Bulls. The sailors 
and marines also nccuined posts of 
lioiioi'. Somo ]ittl(> while liefore six 
o'clock on the morning of April 2nd 
largo masses of Zulus began to show all 
over the hill-tops in our vicinity on the 
north-eastern side of the camp. The 
thickets in this direction seemed on a 
sudden to swarm with the enemy, who 
with thoir usual tactics were seen 
pouring in a stream of shields and 
black bodies right and left so as gradu- 
ally to envelop this quarter of our 
laager. As soon as their order of bat- 
tle was thus formed, they came down 
in n most resolute stylo upon the 
side of the camp defended by tho GOth 
Rifles,

and brandishing their weapons. Tho 
foremost portion of the Rifles were 
lying inside the trenches already men- 
tioned, whilp their supports behind 
them had a second lino of shelter as 
well as the laagered waggons from 
which to fire, and the gatlings were 
stationed to tho right. As the enemy 
drew out of the grass and thorn bushes 
into a dense semicircle of advancing 
warrioi'8, the whole front of our camp 
broke out into a sheet of fierce flame, 
which ran from corner to corner with- 
out intermission in rattling volleys of a 
frightfully close range muskety. Noth- 
ing, it might bo thought, could live be- 
fore this torriblo" aud perfccual roll of 



the breech-loader, and yet our gallant 
though savage foes ciwd^l' their way 
onward through tho hail Of death. 

"While spreading, now to the right, now 
to tho left, as if to find some break in 
the wall of fire, their central swarms 
kept desperately pressing forward jiast 
tho falling boilies of tlieir comrades. 
Thoso behind sprang to the front over 
the corp.ses of thoir fellows, only to 
sink to the ground themselves and be 
succeedeil hy fre.sh des[ieradoe3. It i.s 
impossible for men to perish with more 
magnificent contempt of death, but 
they could not qtiito reach even our 
outer trenches. After again and 
again charging uji to within twenty or 
thirty yards of the muzzles of our 
jMartini-ilenry.s, despite the withering 
tempest of bullets rained upon them, to 
s.ay nothing of tlie galling fire and tho 
rockets,

gave the game up at last upon this 
face of the camp, leaving the front of 
our defences piled with dead and 
-wounded. Another largo body had 
meanwhile concentrated on the other 
Hank of our Itiager, and just as the 
first attack -was failing, a second 
and most spirited nttenriit to rush our 
positions was tried in tliis now quarter. 
If tho coura!,'!' of tho enemy • was ad- 
mirable, so was t he coolness with which 
the men of the 91st and ,07tli met the 
Hwarms of yelling thousands wliich 
closed in towards the trenches. This 
last cfTort was led by a Chief of high 
rank named Dubalman/.i, who was 
mountetl on a good horse and rode in 
tho thick of the llglit. clo.sc up to the 
laager. The onset, w.-c; for some 
minutes very forinid.-iblc, and once in- 
side our lines such men inight have 
done anything; but the ncver-coa.'iing 
rattle of the brooch-loaders could not 
be confronted, and on tho point of 
forcing (HI the hand to hand tight 
M-hicli they wanted, the daring bar- 
barians nieltoLl aw.'iy again, and finally 
abandoned the attack. A ringing 
British cheer was rai.sctl upon this 
second retreat of tho enemy, and the 
word was given for tho mounted troops 
to dash out. This was done bv the 
cavalry and P)ari-ow-'s mounted infan- 
try, accompanied by some of the swift- 
footed native conting(!ut, who flew 
forth from the shelter of tho waggons 
and pursued the now disheartened sur- 
vivors. Once turned and beaten the 
Zulu makes no furtlier stand, and in 
the he.idlong hunt which ensued almost 
as many of the foe as had fallen before 
the musketry .■mil llio lire of tho gat- 
lings -wore overtaken and disi)atched in 
the bush. From the flr.'it appearance 
of Cctewayo's army upon the hill tops 
and amid the hollow.s till tho last fierce 
blows were dealt on the flying savages 
the afl'air did not occupy two hours; 
but it was sharp work wliilo it lasted, 
and although the British loss in killed 
was only five, and in killed and wound- 
ed together 50, for all contingents, yet 
some

as the sun rose high. Their total loss 
is estimated at 1,000, with many more 
wounded. Over 10,000 of Cctewayo's 
best lighting men took ])nrt in these 
determined assaults. Tho victory was 
seen from Ekowe; and messages of sat- 
isfaction were signalled hy the helio- 
gi'aph. The .scene of the battle and 
the road for eight miles Avas strewn 
with Zulus. Next morning at day- 
break, after a inarch of thirteen miles. 
Colonel Pearson and his garrison were 
easily reached, and tho whole force 
brought back into the Giiiglelova camp. 
Disorderly bodies of the enemy wero 
seen on the way. The coluiiiu of relief 
mot Col. Pearson at Ti a.m., and enter- 
ed Ekowe at S o'clock. There had been 
twenty deaths, and 100 were found 
sick. Cetewayo [is reported to have 
tied beyoned the Black Unvolosi river. 
The Standard correspondent adds: At 
daybreak next morning a flyingcolumn, 
composed of the 9lsL, the GOth, the 
57tli Kegiinents, and some marines, 
loft tho camj), leaving behind them the 
99th, the naval brigade, aiul the native 
contingent to defend the camp. The 
relieving column met Col. Pearson at 
twenty minutes past five, and found 
the gai'rison extrcinelv reduced by 
sickness. The A\ liole of tho garrison 
returned with (Jon, Clielmsford's force 
the following iiigiit, entirely evacuat- 
ing Ekowe, which was evidently un- 
healthy, and to which access by any fu- 
ture relieving force would have been 
diflicult. The arrangements during 
the march and at the camping grounds 
were excellent, and great credit is due 
to Lord Chelmsford and his staff for 
their excellent management. TTpon 
the day after tho battle, 

A FLAG OF TRUCE 

Came in from the King's brother pro- 
posing a surrender. At present it is 

not known whether the offer is a sin- 
cere one or was only a feint to delay 
our jirobablc advance upon. Uluodi. 
liOrd Chelmsford replied that the only 
terms he could grant would be that all 
tho chiefs and their men should come 
in and surrender themselves as prison- 
ers. General Chelmsford and the main 
body of the force returned at once to 
the Tugela. This place will bo strongly 
entrenched, and will l)o held by a regi- 
ment. The Slcmdanl's special corres- 
pondent at Pictermaritzburg gives the 
following details of the attacks upon 
Colonel Wood's force: On tho 28th 
ult. Col. Bulier, with all tho mounted 
forces, started for the strong plateau of 
Mulobani, on which Umbellini kept the 
greater part of bis herds. The opposi- 
tion was slight, and it is supposed that 
tho greater part of the defenders were 
away. The plateau was gained, great 
herds of cattle were collected, and the 
homeward march began. When fairly 
on the plain, the Zulus camo up in im- 
mense force. This body of troops is 
said to hare been despatched by Cete- 
wayo to tho assistance of Umbellini. 
Our cavalry, being greatly . scattered 
among the herds, were unable either to 
unite or offer any effectual resistance. 
The Zulus, rushing among the cattle, 
drove them in all directions, and thus 
added greatly to the confusion, so that 
the battle was rather a series of isolat- 



ed fights than a general engagement. 
Captian Barton's frontier horse and 
Colonel Weatherly's troop suficred most 
heavily, being completely separated 
from the rest of the corps. Altogether 
our loss is eighty-six men and twelve 
ollicers killed.

Were Colonel Weatherly, Captain 
Hamilton of the Coi'inaught Rangers, 
Lieutenant Cloneys, Lieutenant Weath- 
erley. Lieutenant Poole, Lieut. Sar- 
menter, Lieut. Von Steiten, Lieut. Piet 
Uys, and Mr. Llewellyn Lloyd and 
Captains Campbell and Barton of the 
Coldstream Guards. After four hours 
fighting the rest of the cavalry extricat- 
ed themselves and fell back upon the 
camp. The native infantry for the 
most part bolted early in the fight. The 
nox day, the "29111, Col. Wooil's camp 
at Ivamlnilaka was attacked early in 
the afternoon by four Zulu regiments 
under Mayano. Colonels BuUer and 
Russell were soon engaged with them 
on tho north side of tho camp. Tho 
Zulus were, liowever, loo strong and 
determined to be resisted, and Col. 
Bulier fell back inside tho laager. The 
enemy came on in great force until 
within three hundred yards of the en- 
trenchment, when a heavy fire was 
opened upon them by the men of the 
13th Regiment. This cheeked their 
advance ujion the front. Major 
Hackett, of tho 90th, with two com- 
panies, moved to the roar of the cattle 
laager, which the enemy were now 
threatening by a flanking movement. 
The Zulus then made an attack round 
the whole circuit of the camp, their 
efforts being mainly directed against 
the right front and rear. A party of 
the eneniv occujiied a hill at a short 
distance from the camp, and kept up a 
very galling fire with Martini rifles. 
The attack was continued with great 
fierceness and resolution until half-past 
five, when tho Zulus, who had suQ'cred 
terribly from the fire of our breech- 
loaders, began to fall back. The re- 
treat, once commenced, was converted 
into a rout by our cavalry under 
Colonel Bulier, wbic"i sallied out and 
fell upon them.

great numbers of tho enemy being 
killed. They were too exhausted to 
rally or oflfer any effccti'.-l resistance to 
the cavalry. Three h'.-ndred firervms, 
which they had thrown away, incleding 
many Martini-Henrys, wero col'ected. 
In the fight we lost about a hundred 
men, killed and wounded, including 
seven officers. Lieut. Nicholson, R. 
A., worked two mule guns with groat 
effect until mortally wounded, when 
Major Vaughan, of the transport 
corps, replaced hiui in his command. 
Major Hackett was dangerously wound- 
ed. Lieut. Bright, of tho 90tli, was 
killed; Lieut. Smith, of tho 70th, seve.e- 
ly wounded. Colonel Wood, in his 
report, mentions Colonels Gilbert and 
Bulier, Captains Gatewood and Maude, 
and Lieutenants Smith and Lyson as 
having rendered excellent service. 
This is considered to have been one of 
the bloodiest engagements that was 
ever fought in the colony. It is re- 
ported that Cetowayo himself had come 
from Ulundi with his troops, and that 
he bad witnessed the engagement, 
which would account for the determin- 
ation and fury of the Zulu attack. 
Their loss is estimated at 3,000 men. 
Sir Bartlo Frero is reported to be at 
Pretoria. The Boera are assuming a 
very hostile attitude. The driver of 
the last Transvaal mail which aifived 
here states that the Boers informed 
him that this would be the last mail 
from Pretoria to Natal. The authori- 
ties havo strong evidence that the 
Boers have been negotiating with 
Mapok, and have been endeavoring to 
induce him to join them against the 
English. The loss of tho Zulus in 
their attack on Ginglelova is estimated 
at 1,200, but each day more bodies are 
found. ^lany guns and other articles 
from Isandula have been picked uj), 
thrown away by the enemy in their 
flight. Many of tho enemy, with 
women and cattle, have taken refuge 
in Umgoma Forest, fifteen miles fur- 
ther up the coast. The pre.-alent 
opinion is that in consequence of all 
these disasters Corewayo will bo in- 
clined to give in, but many think that 
his young men will not as yet be con- 
vinced of the hopelessness of the strug- 
gle. A greet meeting has been held at 
Durban, and a resolution passed, thank- 
ing the Home Government for the 
promptness of the assistance rendered, 
and expressing confidence in Sir Bartle 
Frere and his policy. 

THE DISASTER ON THE IN'TOIIBI, 

Lu.vEKDERG, March 13. — A company 
of our regiment got awfully cut up 
yesterday, losing the captain and 60 
men, and a civil surgeon who was with 
thorn was killed too. The way it hap- \ 
pened was this: My company (Capt. t 
Anderson's) was sent out on escort ' 
duty to bring in a train of 20 ox wag- 
gons, with provisions and ammunition ! 
from Derby. We got them as far as ! 
the river Intobi, five or six miles from j 
here, but tho river was swollen, by | 
heavy rain and they could not be got | 
over it, so, as wo had been out for a j 
week, Capt. Moriarty with his com- 
pany and one subaltern— Harward — 
were sent out to relieve us and guard 
the waggons until the river went down 
enough to let them cross. The com- 
pany comsisted of 100 men, and Go 
crossed the river, sending over their 
rifles and ammunitions on a raft with 
Moriarty, while Llarward stopped on 
this side with tho remaining 35. The 
waggons wero formed in a laager in the 
shape of a horseshoe, the ends resting 
on ■ the river, and at night the oxen 
were brought into the .space inside. 
They stayed there at night-time for two 
ov throe days, the river still too high 
to cros.s, and the day before^ yesterday 
in the evening Major Tucker rode out 
there, taking me and two others ^vith 
him, and wo found them all right, with 
no signs of Zulus anywhere. The next 
morning about four o'clock the alarm 
sounded, and we struck tents and ran 
into the fort. "We could see and hear 
firing on the track to the river, about 



a mile and a half away, on the top of 
a hill. There was a horse dead boat 
outside tho fort, and soon after tho 
iilajor camo out of his tent with Har- 
ward; then a man cainb up' the hill to 
the fort perfectly naked, and more men 
ilropped in, some with clothes and 
some without, but all without thoir 
rifles and amuiiition; and lastly, a small 
body of about thirty men, with their 
accoutrements, who had been covering 
the retreat of tlio others. "What Had 
happened was this: About four o'clock 
in tho morning there was a thick fog, 
and nothing could be seen. It lifted 
suddenly, and about twenty yards from 
the sentry was a long line" of Zulus, 
about GOOj'ards long, and an enormous 
inas.s of four or five times the strength 
was in reserve a little in tho rear. 
They had formed there during the night 
in perfect silence. Tho front line fired 
a volley, threw away their rifles, and 

CHARGED WITH THEIR ASSEGAIS. 

The sentry fell before he had time to 
fire, and before the men— who were 
sleeping, some under wagons and some in 
tents— had time to stand to their arms 
and line tho wagons the Zulus were 
among them, fighting hand to hand; and 
as they had not time to fix their bayonets 
they liad all tho worst of it. Poor Mo- 
riarity was hit in the first volloy, but he 
got hold of an assegad and he had killed 
three Zulus with 'it before ho was stabbed 
from behind and foil. Tho men were 
overpowered and what was left of them 
jumped into tho river and tried to swim 
across to this side, but as tho river was 
swarming with Zulus many of them wore 
assegaied in tho water, and only about 15 
got across. At tho first alarm Harward, 
who commanded the small party on this 
side, had mad his men lie down under a 
wagon, and from this shelter and kept up 
a heavy fire on the Zulus on tho other 
side oil tlie right and loft side of tho 
laager. "I'hcy could not fire into the 
laager or into the river as they would havo 
been just as likely to hit their comrades 
as tho enemy. As tho men got across 
the river they gave their ammunition to 
tliis jiarty and wero sent on, and when 
they had got a start Harward made hia 
party fall back slowly, covering them. 
Only 200 or 300 Zulus crossed tho rivor 
to pursue them, and they kept those at 
bay till ilioy wero within two miles of tho 
camp, then tho Zulus wont back. Har- 
ward rode in as fast aa he could to bring 
the news. Two companies were started 
off immediately, and when they arrived at 
tho river 

THE ZULUS WERE RETUEATINO, 

and about two miles off. Had we had 
any mounted men wo could have got a 
lot of them. Forty of our men lay dead 
on tho river bank stripped and mutilated. 
It was a dreadful sight. Twenty more 
were missing, probably carried down tho 
stream. The wagons wore plundered of 
everything, and the oxen driven off. Tho 
Zulus had carried oft' their own dead, as 
they always do. Wo buried all our men 
in one big grave; the Major read a short 
funeral service, and we fired three volleys 
over them. We brought poor Moriarty and 
Cobban, the doctor, back and buried them 
in tho church-yard hero, as well as four 
men who wore wounded and had been 
killed along the road, about two miles 
from honce. They had hidden themselves 
in the long grass, but tho Zulus had found 
them. Wo havo only one wounded man. 
He hid himself in a mealie field near tho 
river and was not discovered. Wo cap- 
tured the wounded Zulus. It is supposed 
that the Zulus about hero told Cetewayo 
that the rivor was up and the wakons 
would not bo able to cross for-some time, 
and that he sent a largo "impi" down. 
The Zulus aro splendid tacticians. Thoy 
never lose a chance. You may imagine 
how anxious wo aro to have a go at them 
now. Our men who were on this side of 
tho rivor fought very well and coolly. Of 
course the poor fellows on the other side 
had no chance, but the stand they did 
make .saved tho drivers and people with 
tho wagons, who bolted straight into the 
river and wero all saved. \\ o have lost 
sixty men. I expect wo shall join Col. 
Wood when the reinforcements come up. 
None of the columns aro doing anything 
at present. Wo aro very sorry to lose 
lioor Moriarty. Ho was a fine fellow. 
His wife is at Pretoria. We hope soon 
to get our other three companies and the 
band and colors.
